Marqueſs of Anandall) ſiding with 
the latter, and having killed ſome of 
the former, was forced to fly into 
 freland, where he lettled near Kin- 
ard, then a Woody-Country, and 
now called Call;don : But within a 
' Year or two, ſome Friends and Re- 
lations, of thole Maxwells who had 
been killed in the Feud, coming o- 
ver to Ireland, to purſue their Re- 


venge, lay in wait for my Grand-Fa- 
ther in the Wood, and ſhot him dead, 
as he was going to Church. This 
Accident happened about the Time 
that James the Sixth of Scotland 
came to the Crown of England. 
Alexander, my Great-Grand-Fa- 


ther, 
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Death, was invited to Scotland by the 
Lady Dumfries, there educated by) 
her, and ſent to Sea: He made ſeve-

Daughters; his eldeſt Son 70%, lived 


till a Year or two after the breaking 


out of the Rebellion in 1641.

no Children, he left me no Legacy, 


who was his Coufin-German, and had 
been his greateſt Benefaffor, by the 
Care and Expence of his Education. 
Upon this Matter, I muſt add one Cir- 
cumſtance more, how little ſignificant 
ſoever it may be to others. Mr. Arch- 
Deacon Maurice being at London, in 
order to his Journey to > France, on ac- 
count of his Health, went to viſit the 
Doctor, and put N in mind of me, 
urging the Obligations I had laid up- 
on him. The Doctor agreed to ſend 
me whatever Sum of Money the Arch- 
Deaconthould think reaſonable, and de- 
liver it to him on his Return from his 
Travels; but unfortunately the Doc- 
tor dyed two or three Days before 
the Arch- Deacon came back.

But my Lord Dundee did not live 
to ſee himſelf Victorious: For, as he 


was wheeling about a Rock, over the 
Enemy s Heads, and making down 


the Bray to attack them, (they mak- 
ing a running Fire,) he was killed by 
a Random Shot, at the Beginning 0 
the Action: Yet his Men diſcovered 
not bis Fall, till they had obtained 


the 
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the Victory. The next Day, though 
Victorious, they ſuffered their Priſo- 


ners to depart, on Parole, that they 


would never take up Arms againſt 
King Fames, Colonel Ferguſſon only 


excepted, on account of his more 


than ordinary Zeal for the new Eſta- 
bliſhment. 


King Milliam, having heard of this 
Defeat, ſaid, He knew the Lord Dun- 
dee ſo well, that he muſt have been ei- 
ther killed, or mortally wounded; other- 
wiſe, before that Time, he wel have 
been Maſter of Edenborough. 

I now deſire Leave to return 
to my own Affairs. About Four 
Months after my Examination, 1 
was adviſed, in ain Words, by the 
Dukes of Hamilton and Queensverry, 
who were then going up to London, 
that I ſhould bribe Melvil, then Se- 
cretary of Scotland ; with whom their 
Graces likewiſe would uſe their In- 

tereſt, 
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tereſt, to get an Order from King 
Milliam for my Liberty. But I was 


ſo far from having Money to hribe a 


Courtier of the Secretary's Rank, that 
I had hardly enough to ſupport my 
ſelf. Whereupon my noble Friend, 
the Lord Kilſythe, who thought him- 
ſelf indebted to my Fidelity for his 
Life and Fortune, was ſo extremely 
generous, as to make me a Preſent of 
Hive Hundred Pounds, which I imme- 
diately ſent to Melvil; who thereup- 
on, joyning his Intereſt with the good 
Offices of the Two Dukes before 
mentioned, prevailed with King i il- 
ham, to lend down an Order ; upon 
the Receipt of which, I was to be ſet 
at Liberty by the Council. But they 
would not obey it; alledging that 
the King was miſinformed; and, out 


of the Abundance of their Zeal, wrote 


to him, that if Captain Creichton 


ſhould | 


( 
ſhould obtain his Liberty, he would 
Murder all Scotland in One Night. 
Thus my Hope of Liberty vaniſhed: 
For, King William ſoon after going 
to Flanders, and not thinking it pru- 
dent to diſcredit the Repreſentation 
which the Council had made of Me, 
as ſo very dangerous a Perſon, left 
me in the Tolbooth; though the Two 
Dukes, out of their great Friendſhip, 
(which I ſhould be moſt ungrateful 
ever to forget) had both offered to 
anſwer, Body for Body, for my future 
peaceable Demeanour. But notwith- 
I ſtanding all this, King William, for 


the Reaſon before mentioned, left me 


Priſoner in the Tolbooth, as I ſaid; 
where I continued Two Years and an 
Half longer, without Ore Penny of | 
; Money ; though not without many 
Friends, whole Charity and Generoſi- 
; | 'y ſupported me under this heavy 
| | {firtion.

My Wife and two Boys, with a, 
many Daughters, were in Town, all 
the time of my Confinement. The 
Boys died young, but the Mother 
and the two Girls, lived to endure 
many Hardihips ; having been twice 
plundered, by the Rabble, of the lit- 
tle Subſtance ' they had left: Howe- 
ver, they and my ſelf were {till pro- 
videntially relieved by ſome Friend 
or other; and particularly once, by 
the Lady Carnwath, (Mother of the 
preſent Earl) who, when we had not 
one Penny left to buy Bread, ſent us 
up a Sack of Meal, and a Basket of 
Fowl, fxty Miles from Edenborough. 

My fellow Prifoners and I, after 


the Time of our Examination by the 


Council, were allowed, for four or 


five Hours every Day, to converle| 


With each other, and with our Friends: 


And, when we had been three Years 
in the Tolbooth, my Companions, be- 
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ing related to the beſt Families in 


the Kingdom, were at laſt permitted, 


on Bail, to lodge in the City, with a 


Centry at each of their Doors. But I 


was not allowed the ſame Favour, till 
two Months after; when Duke Ha- 
nilton, ſtill my Friend, with much 


Difficulty and ftrong Application to 


the Council, obtained it for me: 
And when the Order was at laſt grant- 
ed, F was at a great Lots to find fuch 


a Perfon for my Bail, whom the Coun- 


cit would approve of; till the Laird 


of Pettencrife, a Gentleman, whom I 


had never feen before, fent up his 
Name (without any Application from 


ne) to the Clerk, and was according- 
ly accepted. 
1 had not been Two Months 


diſcharged out of the Tolbogth, and 
removed to a private Lodging in the 
Town, with a Centry upon me, when 


G the 
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the Government, upon ſome Pretence 
or other, filled the Caſtle with a great 
Number of Perſons of Quality; among 
whom were the Lords Kilſythe, Hume, 
and ſeveral others; and the To/booth a- 
gain, with as many of inferior Note, 
as 1t could hold. 

In a Week, after I had been per- 
mitted to live in the City with my 
Family: I found the Centry had Orders 
to keep me cloſe, without allowing 
me to ſtir from my Lodgings, upon a- 
ny Pretence whatſoever : But when ano- 
ther Regiment came to relieve that, 
which was before upon Duty, I brib- 
ed Him, who had been my Keeper, at 
his going off, that he ſhould tell the 
firſt who came in his Place, that his 
Orders were to walk with me to any 
Part of the Town I pleaſed. This was 
accordingly done, and thence for-

to viſit ſome Acquaintance or other; 
{till taking care to return before To

Among other 
good Qualities, this Gentleman was 
a very facetious Perſon; and by his 
Preſence of Mind, in making uſe of this 
Talent, he had the good Fortune to 
fave both his Liſe and Goods, from the 
Fury of thoſe Godly Men, who then 
thought all Things their own. When 
they broke into the Houſe, he was in 
Bed; and fitting up in his Shirt, de- 
ſired leave, to ſpeak a few Words be- 
fore he died; which (I cannot tell

live peaceably with thoſe, who were 


willing to live ſo with them; other- 
wiſe he would make thei” know, 


E that he was their Maſter.

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With this anavelcomme Anſeer, from 


King William, the Two Spiritual 
Envoys returned to thoſe who ſent 


them; and at the ſame Time, or | 


ſoon after, that Prince diſpatched an 
Order to the Commiſſioner to Diſſolve 
the Aſſembly, if he found them per- 
fiſting in their Severity, towards the 
Epiſcopal Clerg y. 

As ſoon as the Legates delivered 
the Meſ/age, all in the Aſſembly be- 
gan to ſpeak out, with the greateſt 
Boldneſs imaginable; ſaying, That 
the King durſt not have ſent them ſuch 
an Anſwer, if he had not an Army at 
his Bache Whereupon the Commiſſio- 
ner diſſolved the Hynod; and, in the

But, inſtead of obeying that Order, 
they all went, in a Body, with that 
poor 
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poor weak Creature, the Lord Craw- 
rd, at their Head, to the Market- 
Croſs ; and there publiſhed a Proteſta- 
tion, declaring, that the King had 
no Authority in Church- Affairs, nor 
| any Right to Diſſobve their General 
Aſſembly. : 
I relate this Story, as it was told 
me, not only to give the Reader an 
Idea of the Spirit, that reigned in 
that Kzrk, eſtabliſhed now in Scotland, 
as I have ſaid, but likewiſe to do 
Juſtice to the Memory of King JW illi- 
am, (which may be the more accept- 
able, as coming from One, who was 
In a contrary Intereſt.)

before whom, by the Courſe of Na- 
ture, I muſt ſoon appear ; who knows 
the Integrity of my Heart, and that 
my Actions {condemned by them} 
were, as far as my Underſtanding 
could direct me, meant for the good 
of the Church, and the Service of my 
King and Country.
